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Another Reason for New Schools 


The tragedy at Our Lady of the Angels 


school in Chicago, in which 87 children and 


three nuns burned to death, was a terrible 


thing. No parent or grandparent can read 


of such an event without experiencing the 


heart-constricting fear that it might happen 
to his own. 


At. this writing no one knows what 


caused the fire: the latest theory is that a 
student smoking a forbidden cigaret may 
have been the unwitting arsonist. If this is 
so it is a terrible commentary on the state 
of fire prevention at the school; how in the 
world could a fire started by » cigaret 
sweep so quickly through the building? Of- 
ficials of Chicago and other communities 
throughout the country must be v/ondering 
today if similar conditions exist, in other 
schools. 


Meanwhile we should not overlook the 


fact that the school building was 40 years 
old. Most, of those who died were attending 
classes on l.he second floor; some were 
killed or were badly injured jumping out of 
windows, others were trapped trying to 
fight t.heir way down the stairs. While the 
speed with which the flames raced through 
the building is one of the reasons officials 
suspect arson, there is little doubt that they 
would not have spread so quickly through 
a more modern bulri. -g. 


"We have built a lot of new schools here 


in the Fox Cities in recent years, at a very 
substantial expense to the taxpayers in the 
case of the public schools and to church 
members in the case of the 
parochial 


schools. There has been some criticism — 
some of it perhaps justified — about this 
school-building "spree," about unnecessary 
"frills," about the speed with which we 
have abandoned old buildings and con- 
structed new ones. Just the other day we 
heard a citizen criticize the fact that, these 
new schools need so much land — many 
of them are J-story, none are more than 
two stories high: he suggested that, the 
old way of building up instead of out is 
still better, and would save the taxpayers a 
lot of money. 


We thought of thc'se criticisms as we 


read the details of the fire at. Our Lady of 
the Angels school. True, our new schools 
cost us a lot of money; true, they t a k e up a 
lot of land. But they are built of modern 
fireproof materials that were unknown 40 
years ago, they have wide halls and stair- 
ways through which 
I he children can es- 


cape in a hurry, they are equipped with 
the latest in fire alarms and other warning 
devices, the students arc never more than 
one story above Hie ground, they have mod- 
ern 
healing and 
v e n t i l a t i n g .systems. In 


short, our children have a heller chance of 
coming out alive should tragedy strike 
here. 


Income Tax Withholding by State 


Harry Harder, state tax commissioner, 


told Gov.-elect Nelson recently that he had 


several proposals in mind which, if enacted 


into law, might save, the state some money 


and in addition make evasion of taxes more 


difficult and less profitable to those inclin- 
ed to short-change the state. 


However, Harrier was not enthusiastic 


over Nelson's suggestion that there might 
be an advantage in an income fax withhold- 
ing law for the slate. The state is in need 
of increased revenue. Those charged with 
finding the new money can be expected to 
explore every possibility 
carefully. The 


mere fact 
I hat one scheme or another is 


mentioned docs not mean 
I hat 
I he gover- 


nor-elect or anyone else is committed to i t . 


The withholding of slate income fax by 


employers for t h e stale which Nelson in- 
quired about, 
was considered two years 


ago when I he then Gov. -elect Thomson w;is 
preparing his first budget. There was con- 
siderable discussion of the .subject at that 
time and Thomson 
was denounced 
by 


Madison's Voice of Democracy for propos- 
ing to balance the budget by having the 
people of the state pay 
I wo income taxes in 


one year. However, no serious effort was 
made by the Republicans to put 
I his idea 


into effect. 


Certain that the mailer would come up 


again, The Wisconsin Turjiruifr, a monthly 
publication of the Wisconsin Taxpayers' 
Alliance, devoted most of its November 
issue to a discussion of slate income tax 
withholding. According to this publication 
11 states among I he 30 with individual in- 
come tax laws have a withholding system. 
Seven of those have a prepayment plan 
for those taxpayers who are not subject In 
withholding, such as self-employed profes- 
sional people. 


The withholding practice is familiar be- 


cause of its use in recent years by the fed- 
eral government. Most states with this pro- 
vision require persons with income not. 
subject to withholding to file an estimate 


of income and make periodic payments 
during the year. All income taxpayers are 
required to make a f i n a l report at. the end 
of the year. At t h a t time payment is made 
of any a d d i t i o n a l fax due. or a request may 
be filed for a refund of any overpayment 
made, 


The 
Alliance article mentions many 


reasons for a w i t h h o l d i n g lax and advances 
as many arguments against it. But. after all 
has been considered, if is Hie 
opinion of 


those making the. study that "one of Hie 
most important factors in Hie slate enact- 
ment of a w i t h h o l d i n g system is the reve- 
nue w i n d f a l l which is obtained when the 
system is first set up." 


The w i n d f a l l comes about because in 


stales which already have an income tax 


law, 
the adoption of a withholding rule re- 


quires the taxpayers to pay more t h a n one 
year's tax in t h a i . year. The Alliance study 
quotes 
the 
Wisconsin 
Hevcmie Sources 


committee ,-is estimating in 
I !).">(> that 
the 


windfall in Wisconsin would amount 
to 


.something between $12 millions and $24 
millions depending on bow the law was ap- 
plied. It is pointed out that the federal gov- 
ernment, when 
it adopted jis withholding 


plan, refunded most of the w i n d f a l l to the 
taxpayers under an income Inx forgiveness 
law which applied at (hat lime. However, 
none ol the I I states which adopted the 
w i t h h o l d i n g rule forgave any taxes. The 
slates kepi the entire windfall. 


The other arguments for withholding 


lax 
laws appear lo be pn.itty well an- 


swered by s t i l l another statement from the 
1050 report, of the committee on revenue 
sources. The committee found t h a t a wi'h- 
holdino; system m Wisconsin would yield 
about Si 
million more annually. It ;i!so 


found that the cost ol administering tin- 
tax would he about SI million. 


That leaves I lie windfall about Hie only 


advantage for the state. II anyone can see
